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INTRODUCTION. 


m \7 IELDING, at last, to the importunities of friends, 
-*• Miss Conway has consented to publish this little 
volume of selections from her poems which have 
already won public favor in several of our Catholic 
periodicals. Not more than half of her verse produc- 
tions are gathered here ; for, on entering into the 
critical world of authorship, she has exercised too 
severe a censorship, and excluded from this literary 
casket, many a gem of rare worth, which, in the 

opinion of the present writer, would give additional 
* 

charm to this collection. But these we hope to 
have at no distant day; for, doubtless, with the 
courage and confidence born of success, Miss Conway's 
mystic muse will soar on bolder wing, and add many 
a poetic sister to this eldest born, that now so bash- 
fully makes her dibut on the literary stage. 

Stranger readers will, no doubt, regret that there is 
not prefixed to these pages some portrait of the author,

so that admiring her song they could sometimes turn 
in sympathy to gaze on the face of the singer. The 
writer shares this regret ; and were Miss Conway, 
instead of being connected with this Union office — in 
which her labors are of a most unpoetic nature — either 
afar with one sister under alien skies, or peacefully 
sleeping with another — of whom she so sadly sings— 
under these April violets, he would venture to supply 
the omission, albeit with rude pen picture. But 
she is here — here daily, over dreary, weary work ; — 
and her singularly retiring spirit and maidenly 
modesty restrain his pen. 

Under these circumstances, all he would say is that 
Katherine E. Conway is second daughter of James 
Conway, a once wealthy citizen of Rochester, now a 
resident of this city. Casually, and in a literary way, 
the present writer first met Miss Conway, she having 
kindly contributed to the Union some of the poems 
that now appear in this volume. She was then — as she 
is now — shy and sensitive in the extreme, and deeply 
pained at the slightest word of praise. Gifted with 
rare facility of composition, both in prose and verse, 
the varied products of her accomplished pen are 
scattered like the Sybils* leaves ; and not until the sea 
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gives up its dead shall the world know all she has 
anonymously written in the cause of Religion, Charity 
and Truth. And when we, the while, recall the fact 
of her almost continued wretched health ; the many 
strains inseparable from a highly pervous organiza- 
tion ; the self-imposed task of wrestling with literary 
labor far into the night, for several periodicals ; the 
delicate conscience that in all things so rigidly rules 
her life ; and the sublime spirit of self-sacrifice that 
so heroically shines forth in her every act ; some idea 
may be formed, by readers of these poems, of the 
mental and spiritual complexion of their author. 

The writer will not stop to express any critical 
judgment, or tb point out what he regards as singular 
beauties in these specimens of Miss Conway’s verse. 
Anything he could say on this head, would scarce in- 
fluence the taste of the reader. Besides, such an- 
alysis would lead him far beyond the bounds pre- 
scribed to this introduction. He would merely say, 
in brief, that, in his opinion, the chief charm of 
these poems lies in their exuberant spontaneity. They 
bubble up fresh and clear as a sparkling spring; and, 
like the strearP that flows therefrom, murmur their 
way, full sweet and low, through green fields and

fragrant foliage resonant with the untaught melody of 
the wild bird's song. 

As with most persons into whose souls the divine 
afflatus has been breathed, there is a tinge of melan- 
choly in Miss Conway's verse — not indeed a dark 
wail of despair ; but a tender sadness, not seldom 
the twin sister of religious genius, which fancy loves 
to picture on the pale nun's face, who sighs to go 
hence beyond the stars. 

Alas ! too often poetic genius proves a fatal gift to 
its possessor ; and the inspiration of the Muse seldom 
brings contentment to the heart or blessings to the life. 
Unfortunately, the heritage of many of those thus en- 
dowed is little else than a continued rosary of sad 
sighings ; a ceaseless looking backward to days that 
are no more ; quivering lips, and a stretching out of 
pale hands to clasp the poor ghosts of unrealized 
dreams. But when Religion attunes the lyre, and 
keeps the breathings of passion subject to its purifying 
influences, then indeed the poetic faculty is a celes- 
tial boon ; it hath a noble mission to spiritualize and 
elevate ; and whilst its exercise serves to soothe the 
longing soul of the singer, the numbers of his in- 
spired song inflame the heart of the hearer with thre 
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fadeless charms of imperishable Truth, Beauty and 
Goodness. So long as these three sisters of the skies 
shall visit earth, so long shall poets bevborn to chant 
their loveliness ; and the sordid money-seeker, who, 
in his unglutted greed, would wholly materialize the 
world, had as well try to hush the blackbird's song on 
the fragrant hawthorn, as hope to silence the poet's 
hymn of praise over the glorious works of God.
